A MAN has denied the 
murders of retired Midland 
teacher Betty Yates and 
vicar John Suddards. 
Stephen Farrow pleaded not 
guilty to murdering Mrs 
Yates in Bewdley in January 
and the Rev Suddards in 
Thornbury, South Glouces¬ 
tershire, in February. 

Farrow, aged 47, of no 
fixed address, entered his 
pleas via a videolink from 
Long Lartin Prison in 
Worcestershire during a 
hearing at Bristol Crown 
Court. He admitted an 
unconnected charge of bur¬ 
glary. 

He spoke only to confirm 
his identity, that he could 
hear proceedings and to 
enter his pleas. 

Mrs Yates, 77, who was a 
teacher in Kidderminster 
and Streetly, was found dead 
in her cottage in Bewdley. 
She had been stabbed. Mr 
Suddards, 59, was also found 
stabbed to death. 

Farrow’s trial starts on 
October 8. He was remanded 
in custody. 

Deliveryman 
is attacked 

A TAKEAWAY delivery 
driver was attacked and 
robbed in Kidderminster. 

The man, in his 50s, was 
punched when he got out of 
his car in Union Street. His 
attacker ran off with cash. 

It happened at about 
10.15pm on June 27. 

The thug was of mixed 
race, 5ft lOins, with short 
dark hair and wearing a 
dark short-sleeved polo 
shirt, jeans and trainers.

VOW ON FIGHT TO 
TO SAVE HOSPITAL 


HEALTH campaigners have pledged 
to fight to preserve services at 
closure-threatened Kidderminster 
Hospital. 

Clinicians are looking at six models of care for the future, 
but two threaten the Kidderminster site with closure or 
downgrading. 

A public meeting was called to discuss the future of hos¬ 
pital services in Worcestershire and about 75 people were 


there to hear health bosses 
outline the reasons behind 
the plans. They include a 
funding shortfall and a 
growing demand for serv¬ 
ices. 

They explained the differ¬ 
ent models which at a 
minimum would see minor 
injury treatment facilities, 
outpatient services and 
some diagnostic services 
stay in Kidderminster, Red- 
ditch and Worcester. 

During a question and 
answer session, Malcolm 
Cooper, who was chairman 
of the former Kidderminster 
Health Authority, said 
people would not allow Kid¬ 
derminster Hospital to close 
because of the pain felt when 
the accident and emergency 
department was axed in 
2000 . 

Surgery 

He said: “I was here 12 
years ago. Kidderminster 
suffered pain then. I don’t 
want it do so again. I don’t 
believe the people of Wyre 
Forest would allow Kidder¬ 
minster to be downgraded.” 

He added: “I believe if 
there’s pain to be suffered, it 
should be shared.” 

The audience, made up of 
patients, health workers and 
politicians, was split into 
discussion groups where 
they gave their views on the 
six models. 

Concerns were raised 
about the impact on waiting 
times if one of the county’s 
two A&E departments was 
closed or if planned surgery

stopped at Kidderminster. 

Ken Moore of Bewdley 
said: “Planned surgery 
...doesn’t get cancelled at 
Kidderminster because it 
doesn’t have A&E. We have 
a very a good service for 
planned surgery such as 
knee and hip replacements 
at Kidderminster. But if this 
disappears, will the other 
hospitals have the capacity 
to do this work? 

“If they don’t, we are 
going to get an inferior 
service.” 

Mr Cooper called for 
more, not fewer, services to 
be based at the hospital to 
ease the pressure on the 
county’s other sites. 

“Kidderminster has the 
lowest theatre occupancy in 
the county - about 70 per 
cent - so more elective surgi¬ 
cal work could be done here. 
It would reduce waiting 
times elsewhere,” he said. 

Fears were also raised 
about the possible centrali¬ 
sation of services at Worces¬ 
ter, with people worried 
about the travelling distance 
from Kidderminster. 

Penny Venables, chief 
executive of Worcestershire 
Acute Hospitals NHS Trust, 
which runs the three acute 
hospital sites, said: “There is 
still a lot of work to do. We 
are nowhere near having 
clarity on what is the best 
option for Worcestershire.”

And she said Mr Bromage 
was believed to have been 
heading to the pub from his 
home in Cutnall Green, near 
Droitwich, when his car 
crashed last Tuesday. 

Mr Moore had two sons 
and ran Westbourne Interi¬ 
ors in Chaddesley Corbett. 

Mr Bromage, who leaves 
wife Judy and two grown-up 
children, had been at the 
Worcester Street dental 
practice for eight years. 

Dental nurse Sara Guy 
Lilwall, of Hagley, who knew 
both men, said: “It was a big 
shock.”

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Sacked police officer is 
cleared of arson charge 


A FORMER police officer 
accused of starting fires at 
a New Year’s Eve house 
party in Kidderminster 
cried tears of relief as she 
was cleared of any 
offence. 

A jury at Worcester Crown Court 
took less than two hours to find 
Satinder Gandham, aged 34, not 
guilty of arson being reckless 
whether life would be endangered.

Gandham, of Chester Road in 
Kidderminster, sobbed as the jury’s 
verdict was read out.

During a four-day trial, the court 
had heard how Gandham had gone 
to her neighbours Sharon and 
Craig Such’s house for the party 
with her son McKenzie, then aged 
six. 

The prosecution claimed she 
went there emotionally fragile and 
the jury heard witness statements 
from fellow party-goers who 
described her as acting oddly. 

After the case, Gandham said: “I 
would like to thank my family, 
friends and legal representatives 
for their support.”

Roger, 75, relives his 
stardom in Tornados 


A MEMBER of the legendary 
1960s group The Tornados is 
reliving his pop star days - 
although he is battling cancer. 

The Tornados were the first British band 
to reach number one in America. Their hit 
Telstar sold more than five million copies 
worldwide. 

Now, 50 years after it was released, the 
keyboard player Roger Lavern, who grew up 
in Kidderminster, is gathering his memories 
on paper for the first time and is resurrect¬ 
ing The Tornados brand. 

This is all despite ill-health. He has had 
oesophageal cancer and is now receiving 
treatment for prostate cancer. 

In London, where he lives, he has written 
an autobiography and has recorded a new 
song called Tornado Sunset with some of the 
original group members. 

Inventive 

Mr Lavern, aged 75, grew up in Spring 
Grove Road, Kidderminster, and went to 
London to find fame. A chance meeting with 
producer Joe Meek led to making big-selling 
records and a stint in Billy Fury’s backing 
band. 

He said: “I met Joe Meek one day and 
everything changed. ” 

Telstar, hailed as one of the most inven¬ 
tive records of all time, was recorded in a 
day. But Mr Lavern left in 1963 after a row 
over pay and worked as a musician in 
Europe and America. In 1973, he reformed 
the group as The Original Tornados. 

After being married eight times and 
touring the world, Mr Lavern admits he has 
“seen it all” but says he is now committed to 
fighting cancer. 

He added: “I’m just an old rocker but it 
has been incredible looking back over my 
crazy life.”

A shop packed with memo¬ 
rabilia offers a rare glimpse 
into musical history. 

ANDREW TURT0N reports 

WELCOME to First Floor 
Vintage in Stourbridge’s 
Lower High Street run by 
veteran singer-songwriter 
Pete Boddis. 

Guitars and records are crammed 
alongside posters and signed photo¬ 
graphs dedicated to some of the biggest 
names in American music. 

Racks of records, dating back 
decades and many in their original 
sleeves are tightly packed in rows. 

There are Stetsons, cowboy shirts, 
old turntables, books and videos almost 
too bewildering to comprehend in one 
glance. 

The 67-year-old musician has been a 
fixture on the local pub and club circuit 
since the mid-1960s and can often be 
found strumming his guitar among the 
organised chaos of the unique store- 
come-museum opened 18 months ago. 

It was born out of Mr Boddis’ hobby 
after the collection outgrew his Wollas¬ 
ton home. 

“All this was at home before, hidden 
around in different rooms until the 
wife said it was time to get it out the 
house,” he says. 

Clicked 

“So I started with the main room 
with the guitars which was sort of a 
half museum and display and half sale. 

“Then I brought the vinyl down and 
I think that clicked with people.” 

More than 70 guitars, mandolins and 
ukuleles sit around the walls and floor 
of the store’s largest room. 

Among his most treasured posses¬ 
sions is a 1962 National Studio 66 Res- 
o-Glas guitar owned by bassist John 
Entwistle, from The Who, which was 
sold at auction following the band 
member’s death in 2002. 

Another special purchase was a 1955 
Gretsch Country Club guitar signed by 
country music icon Willie Nelson 
which takes pride of place. 

It is thought to be worth around 
£2,250 and comes complete with origi¬ 
nal case. The instrument was bought 
on the internet from a dealer in 
Nashville. 

“I started with rock ’n’ roll of course 
but I was influenced by watching 
cowboy films on Saturday mornings” 
says Mr Boddis. 

“That’s when I started hearing 


country music, and it doesn’t get much 
bigger than Willie Nelson,” 

While some items in the collection 
are not for sale, others including many 
Gibson mandolins have been bought by 
musicians in recent months. 

He also has a 1990s Ibanez guitar 
signed by Hollywood star Dan Aykroyd 
and a Martin ukelele which had been 
carried through war zones including 
Korea and Vietnam, by a Sgt L.K. Loo, 
who had written the places he served in 
between 1955 and 1969 on the inside of 
the case. 

Fascination 

Mr Boddis’ fascination with classic 
American fashion designers such as 
Nudie Cohn who is famed for creating 
a gold lame suit for Elvis Presley and 
other clothing for actors and singers 
Roy Rogers and Dale Evans and 


British music icon Elton John. Mr 
Boddis, who is married to Lynne, first 
found his love of music with friends at 
the former King Edwards VI grammar 
school in Stourbridge in the late 50s. 

“Two or three of us were into the 
music and we got together and at 15 
formed a rock and roll band,” he says 

Their gig was at the old Midland Red 
garage social club - now home to the 
Mercedes car dealership on Stour¬ 
bridge ring road. 

“We had to carry the amps and the 
guitars on the bus. We were mainly 
self-taught, I had a few lessons but I 
can’t read music,” he says. 

He also started his own country 
music club at The Garibaldi pub, Cross 
Street, Stourbridge. Mr Boddis gigged 
around the area with a country band 
for about 12 years.

Canals to make splash on 
Coogle mapping project 


RIVERS and canals from across 
Staffordshire and the Black 
Country are being included on a 
hi-tech mapping service de¬ 
signed by experts at the internet 
search engine Google. 

In its latest mapping project, the team 
behind Google Maps has started plotting all 
of the UK’s towpaths in a bid to get more 
people enjoying the country’s rivers and 
canals. 

Google Maps will be updated later this 
year to allow users to plan trips which 
include locks, bridges and towpaths along 
the 2,000 miles of river paths in the UK. 

Among some of the routes listed will be 
the Staffordshire & Worcestershire canal, 
which takes in large parts of the area, 
including the historic Bratch Locks at Wom¬ 
bourne. 

The mapping service will also include 
details of the Dudley Canal, which was used

Google UK, added: “Canal towpaths offer 
green routes through our towns and cities, 
and by working with the Canal and River 
Trust we’re adding towpaths to Google 
Maps and encouraging people to discover 
their local waterway.” 

In AprilGoogle added live Tube informa¬ 
tion to Google Maps from Transport for 
London in preparation for a surge in public 
transport use during the Olympics. 

Level 

It also updated its maps service to show 
real-time traffic conditions, allowing it to 
calculate the shortest route to a user’s des¬ 
tination. 

Where Google has enough information, 
roads are colour-coded based on the level of 
congestion. Green routes are moving well, 
while red routes are slow. 

The feature is available on Google Maps 
on the web and for Android mobile users in 
Britain, the US, Canada, France and Aus¬ 
tralia. It covers major routes across Britain.

A DREAM came true for Kidder¬ 
minster’s Samurai Judo Club when 
they formally opened their new 
premises. 

The purpose-built building at the Gilt Edge 
complex has cost about a third of a million 
pounds, most of which has been raised by the 
club members themselves.

It is recognised as the best judo facility in 
the Midlands and one of the best in the 
country.

Centre complex in Zortech Avenue. Gilt Edge 
and the Samurai have been in partnership for 
a number of years. 

Kidderminster Sankukai Karate Club, 
another long-established body, has also 
moved to the new venue. 

Founded in 1979, the Samurai club has 
become one of Britain’s top clubs. 

Eight club members have been chosen as 
officials for the London Olympics, the largest 
group from any judo club in Britain. Two 
former members, Danny Williams and Kelly 
Edwards, will compete at the Olympics. 
Neither could be at the opening but they sent 
message of support and thanks to the club.

CALLS have been made for a new 
speedway and football stadium to 
be built on the site of a derelict 
factory near a main route through 
Dudley.

Dudley Heathens speedway club and 
Gornal Athletic FC remain in talks with 
Dudley Council over possible locations for a 
new stadium. 

Officials from both clubs have earmarked 
Castle Hill as a possible location although 
they say they are open to alternative ideas. 

Conservative Councillor Patrick Harley, 
who is group spokesman on transport, said: 
“A first class stadium for sport in the 
borough is important and the council will be 
missing a great opportunity to put Dudley 
borough on the map,” he said. 

“There is the opportunity here for the 
council to finally realise that ambition.” 

Councillor Harley says the natural land¬ 
scape would mean noise would not carry to 
residents’ homes and provision would have 
to be made for car parking limited to staff on 
site. 

Chairman of Dudley Heathens, formerly 
known as Cradley Heathens, Nigel Pearson 
said he welcomed further suggestions on a 
possible location for the new stadium. 

“It is a very interesting idea. I’m more 
than happy to discuss any opportunity and 
possible locations,” he said. “There has been 
dialogue with Dudley Council and I’m 
extremely hopeful that talks will continue.”

Lost village that lies at the 
centre of a bustling city 


IN THE heart of Wolverhamp¬ 
ton is a huge green area, the 
extent of which is largely 
unknown to the people of the 
city, because it is split into 
three by canals and railways. 

There is Dunstall Park racecourse, 
opposite a former small holding along¬ 
side Oxley Sidings, beyond which is Ox¬ 
ley Park golf course. On the other side of 
are the fields by Aldersley Stadium. 

At the heart of this peaceful green 
valley are the remains of a lost village, 
Aldersley. Lost because of its remote¬ 
ness, its remoteness at the heart of a city. 

In 1772 James Brindley opened the 
Staffordshire and Worcestershire Canal 
Navigations (S&WCN), the first major 
east west transport in England, and at, 
what was then called Autherley Junc¬ 
tion, it was linked to the Birmingham 
Canal Navigations (BCN), which rose 
through 21 locks to the heart of Wolver-

hampton, and then beyond to all areas of the 
Black Country. 

At the junction, a village was built for canal 
workers. There was a large house on one corner 
for the BCN lock-keeper’s cottage and office, 
behind which was a warehouse. 

On the other corner was a toll house and a 
terrace of four cottages for S&WCN workers. 
These had cellar stables for narrowboat horses, 
which is why the bridge over the S&W canal 
had arches on both sides. 

Five years later this junction became even 
more important with the opening of the Trent 
& Mersey canal, half a mile away, at a junction 
which took the name Autherley, the original 
becoming Aldersley. 

For a while, Aldersley was one of the most 
important transport links in the world, taking 
the coal and industrial products of the Black 
Country to the east and west coast, and from 
there to the world. Surrounding this village 


was largely rural, with the Dunstall Park 
and Oxley Manor estates on one side of the 
valley, and Aldersley Farm on the other. 

A 17th century farmhouse stood roughly 
where the entrance to Aldersley Stadium 
lies today., and there were a few cottages. 

Blakeley Green House stood, as it does 
today, just over the hill. 

Across a couple of fields, on the Codsall 
Road were a row of cottages, which still 
stand, and Ye Olde Fieldhouse next door, 
where the Claregate Pub stands today. 

In the 19th century, the railways cut 
through the area, and industrial buildings 
spread along the Stafford Road, so the Dun¬ 
stall Park and Oxley Manor estates were 
sold to become racecourse and golf course. 

Fred Picken was still farming at Aldersley 
Farm until it was purchased by the council 
and Aldersley Stadium built in the 1950s. 

The canal junction is now a peaceful 
place, only leisure boats passing by. Stand¬ 
ing by the lost village of Aldersley, as herons 
swoop overhead, it’s hard to imagine you are 
surrounded by a large industrial city.

Parking fines justto bring in revenue 


I WENT in to Birmingham recently to 
see a concert at the 02 Academy. 
Around the streets at the back of the 
venue there are several pay and display 
parking areas. In between these bays 
the roads have single yellow lines. 

I checked for signage to see when the 
restrictions applied but couldn’t see 
any. 

After checking the meters I found 
that they were free after 6pm. I 
assumed (wrongly) that the yellow 
lines had the same restriction and, as it 
was just after 7pm and several other 
cars were parked there, I would be OK. 

When arriving back at the car I found 


that I, along with all the others, had a 
fixed penalty notice which had been 
issued at 7:15pm.

Metro extension 
is 10 years late 

SO work has started on the extension to the Metro tram 
network in Birmingham at a projected cost of £128 million. 

Unfortunately, I would suggest that it might have come 
10 years too late. The BBC described this project as Birm¬ 
ingham playing catch-up with its regional rivals, but the 
city that has really “stolen a march” on Birmingham is 
Coventry, which has announced the launch of an electric 
bus service using vehicles equipped with fast-recharge bat¬ 
teries and regenerative braking systems. 

Although costing twice as much as a conventional diesel 
bus, if they live up to their promise, they should cost much 
less to operate: a full charge being 10 times cheaper than the 
diesel equivalent. 

The advantages of a bus over a tram are manifest and are 
mostly associated with the fact that no additional infra¬ 
structure is required, because buses run on normal roads. 
Finally, we are told that the new line will not come into oper¬ 
ation until 2015, whereas Coventry’s electric bus service 
will commence within days!

Olympic spirit 

Summer Celebration, 
Birmingham Royal Ballet, 
Birmingham Hippodrome 

MUSCULAR and frenetic 
ballet Faster got a warm 
reception at its world pre¬ 
miere last week but no 
standing ovation for its cho¬ 
reographer, Birmingham 
Royal Ballet director David 
Bintley. 

As this one-act ballet cele¬ 
brates the Olympic spirit 
and eye-on-the-prize deter¬ 
mination, that felt more like 
a silver than gold medal per¬ 
formance. Olympic bureau¬ 
crats had already soured 
matters by refusing permis¬ 
sion for the 35-minute work 
to be named Faster, Higher 
Stronger. The International 
Olympic Committee belat¬ 
edly ruled that the Olympic 
motto could not be used. 

Power 

Bintley’s work celebrates 
physical power and pursuit 
of excellence in sport, 
reflected in the fitness and 
pursuit of perfection in 
ballet. His choreography 
mirrored the disciplines of 
track and field, even syn¬ 
chronised swimming, rugby 
and fencing and, to amusing 
effect, race walking. But 
Matthew Hindson’s clatter¬ 
ing disaster movie-like score 
was deafeningly dramatic. 

The triple bill also fea¬ 
tured The Grand Tour, a 
1930s voyage with such 
celebrities as Noel Coward. 
Joy Layon’s choreography 
was amusing, particularly 
with dancers puffing from 
cigarette holders. Frederick 
Ashton’s The Dream was 
magical, and as Bottom 
Jonathan Caguioa danced 
‘en pointe’, a real hoofer!

Although a little long-winded, the surprising ending 
makes it extremely watchable.

Skoda saloon is all set to 
share advances with Jetta 


SKODA has released further details of 
its fast-approaching Rapid compact 
saloon following a concept image 
some months ago. 

Sized in between the Fabia and Octavia, the 
Rapid aims to capture sales in a comer of the 
market it currently doesn’t serve. It’s likely that 
it will end up sharing a lot of parts and technol¬ 


ogy with the Volkswagen Jetta. However, the 
Rapid is the first Skoda to showcase the next 
generation of the company’s styling.

The 22-year-old pulled out 
claiming he had a back 
injury and, when the issue 
came to light with his club, 
he was put on leave.

Chairman Mark Serrell 
believes the club’s trans¬ 
parency leaves them with 
every chance of avoiding an 
outcome of no recourse. 

He said: “Jamille will be 
starting pre-season training 
with us today and it’s great 
news for him and the club. 

“As soon as he gets his 
status sorted and gets the 
relevant paperwork, he will 
be available for selection. 

“We are confident that 
will happen, as we have done 
everything we were asked to 
do by the Border Agency. 

“Jamille has taken profes¬ 
sional advice and it’s been 
dealt with properly, we 
couldn’t do anything else. 

“I have no reason to 
believe that we won’t get the 
right outcome and, hope¬ 
fully, it will be as soon.”
